Four members of the Razakars, local militia in

DACCA (AP). — Each time a 501- 
@er lunged forward to stab his 
bayonet into one of the four tor- 
tured men, the hiss of excitement 
could be heard from the crowd. 

There was almost silence when 
the soldier turned and twisted the 
bayonet. 

When he stepped back, withdrew 
hig rifie and raised the gleaming 
steel high, dripping blood, the 
crowd responded with a guttural 
ery of “Jai Bangla” — victory of 
Bangla Desh. 


Some 5,060 men and children wit- ; 


messed the merciless, blood-curduzg 
execution of four young men at the 
end of Bangla Desh's first public 
rally after the surrender of Paikis- 
tan's troops, None of the leaders 
of the Muxti Bahini, the military 
force of Bangla Desh, present at the 
rally, could explain specific charges 
against the four men 

“They are Pazakars,” sald one, 
refering to the generally hated locai 
Militiamen who are known to have 
committed widespread murder, rape 
and iooting under Pakistani com- 
mand through the past nine bloody 
months. 

On tke morning of the execution 
day — Saturday — at Dacca's race 
course, the mass graves af several 
hurdred men, mostly intellectuals 
doctors, university professors 
and students — had been found near 
Dacca. All had been tortured and 
murdered in the last days before the 
Pakistani surrender, 

The mex, boys and Mukti Banizi 
soldiers who swarmed through the 
city toward the race course sta- 
diam for the rally, saw tortured 
dead almost everywhere. Some of 
the dead had just been murdered, 
with biood pumping from slit throats. 
Others were lying in the gutter.

The resolution of the General Assembly of the United Nations of December 13, 
i971, cemonstrated to the whole world that the die-hard policy of the Israel 
Government isolates Israel among the world's nations. Israel is needlessly delaying 
the renewal of the Jarring mission, and creating a political vacuum in which the 
armed conflict between Israel and its neighbours may flame up again. 

It ts well known to the world that in February, 1971, Dr. Jarring presented Israel 
and Egypt with some concrete questions. Dr. Jarring asked Egypt whether it was 
Prepared to make peace with Israel, and Israel] whether it would undertake to 
withdraw to the international borders between the two countries, provided a peace 
treaty were signed and security guarantees had come into force, Egypt gave an 
affirmative answer— though accompanied by additional demands. The "sr2el Goveru- 
ment has not answered at all to this day. Instead, it has misled Israel public 
opinion by suggesting that Dr. Jarring had demanded an undertaking for with- 
drawal to the June 4, 1967 borders. The truth is that Dr, Jarring referred to the 
international, mandatory borders. If the Israel Government had accepted the 
Jarring document as ἃ basis for negotiations, and had added some of her own 
Positive demands for the demilitarization of Sinal, we could now be in the midst of 
peace negotiations. But the Government of Israel not only caused the Jarring 
mission and the negotiations for a general agreement to come to a hait, it also 
Placed obstacles on the road towards a partial settlement.

Private growers put collectivism to work

pAnnsss Syndicate is a roof 
organization of private citrus 
growers, a little empire in Hself. 
Not only does it handle about one- 
third of the citrus produced in Is- 
rael through its various affiliated 
bodies, it helps plant, and care for 
the trees, as well as seeing that 
the fruit reaches its 
abroad in good shape. It also runs 
its own citrus products plant — 
which this year, according to the 


of 

“making a profit. 

Typical of Pardess’ work in the 
field Is that at Baharia, a 562- 
dunam grove in Hadar Ramatayim, 
north of Petah Tikva. Zstablished in 
1909, by World War It the grove 
was badly neglected and average 
production per dunam was only 
four crates of fruit. A few years 
of intensive care, by Pardess, 
brought production up to 90-100 
crates a dunam. “Nobody thought 
this grove could be restored,” re- 
calls Mr. Zvi Kenan, Genera] Ma- 
nager of the Syndicate, which it- 
self was founded in the 1930s. 

Dr. Moshe Aharoni, an agronom- 
ist, and Mr. Yitzak Miiashberg, 
Deputy General Managerand direc- 
tor of “Grove Cultivation,” an af- 
filiate of Pardess Syndicate, explains 
how it was done. Irrigation was re- 
introduced (the headwaters of the 
Yarkon are nearby), and old trees 
were replaced by new ones. Today, 
each dunam earns (before taxes) 
about IL300 a year. “Grove Cultiva- 
tion” today tends to 22,000 duxams 


of trees belonging to many hund- 
reds of private owhers. (The origi- 


nal Gaharia tract now belongs to p 


50 persons, mainly the heirs of the 
original founders.) 
“We mot only cultivate these 

20,000 dunams for the owners, but 

we also supervise the rest of the 

work,” Mr. Eliashberg explains. 

“We also help in harvesting the 

fruit, for very few of the henry 

can cope without outside help; and 

it is difficult for them to 

hired hands; we also provide me- 

chanical ‘equipment. ” 

The consequence, of course, is 
that although the land ds in private 
hands, it is worked collectively, with 
“Grove Cultivation” providing the 
Jabour crews and mechanical equip- 
ment, which goes from tract to 
tract. “Grove Cultivation” recently 
undertook to include 1,000 dunams 
of almond orchards in its network. 

The next phase is packing and 
shipping the fruit.

oversize and undersize fruit which 
is shipped to the cannery to be 
made into juice, sprayed with wax 
to give it that shiny look, stamped 
with the word “Jaffa,” sorted for 
size, wrapped (this ds dome by 
hand), packed into cartons and 
then placed on pallets which are 
lifted by fork-lifts to a truck for 
transport to the port. 

Since during the washing process 
the fruit is doused with “IBZ,” a 
chemical which prevents rotting, it 
is hoped that eventually the pro- 
cess of wrapping the fruit will be 
dispensed with. At present, it is 
continued as ἃ double measure to 
insure the longest shelf-life possible. 

The culls —- the oversize, under- 
size and roughly textured frutt — 
are shipped to the Yavne processing 
plant, (Strangely enough, there is 
@ large demand for smell oranges 
— if they are ripe and sweet — in 
Holland, Here, many mothers like 
to give each child an orange a day 
— and not take one large orange 
and divide it up. The former method 
ds excellent for lunch boxes, etc.) 

The Yavne plant belongs directly 
to “Pardess” and receives frult mot 
only from “Grove Cultivation,” 
which, all told,is only a partof the 
private sector's groves. There are 
more than 100,000 more dunams or- 
ganized within Pardess Syndicate — 
and about 60 per cent of them are 
cooperative ventures who like to 
use “Pardess” s plants, its 
canning factory at Yavne, as well 
as it stupping facilities, 


10 years old 


The plant was founded ten years 
ago, as Pardess frankly says, ‘‘be- 
cause a lot of members of Pardess 
were afraid that if we didn’t have 
our own plant we would be at the 
mercy of the other plants.” At any 
rate, every time the plant turned in 3 
red balance sheet, which has been 
every year so far, there was a lot 
of talk about sefling the plant. 

The plant uses a lot of 188 619, Le. 
it Leas balls its products for many 
famous including Lyons, of 
the UK; it also uses the famous 
Sunfresh and Del Monte labels. It has 
two main “seasons,” the citrus, 


when it employs up to 500 workers; 
and the “tomato,” P when tt employs 
400, Tt also cans several. other pro- 
ducts, such a3 apricots, and makes 
concentrates, trying to keep 200 
persons permanently employed 
throughout the slack season.

The finished products are pack- 
ed in cartons for shipment abroad. 
(Another affiliate of Pardess Syn- 
dicate makes Bruce boxes, and in 
1970-71, some 5,500,000 were manu- 
factured at a value of IL10.7m. 
Pardess Syndicate itself ships ita 
fruit in both Bruce boxes and car- 
tons (the Bruce boxes withstand 
being stored one on top of another 
better; ‘but they are more ex- 
pensive). 

The final step is the ports of 
Haifa and Ashdod. Pardess Syndicate 
is the agent for shipping ite export 
products — 440,000 tons of fresh 
fruit which brought In $33m, last 
season, 83 well as many thousands 
of tons of canned products.

‘At the 
port of destination, in this case Man- 
chester, since the Manchester liners 
own both the ship and the “contain- 
ers," they are off-loaded by another 
crane directly onto atrailer. All the 
usual hand-work of loading and un- 
loading ἃ ship, involving much labour 
despite the high degree of mechani- 
zation, are thus eliminated. Also 
eHminated is much of the break- 
age. (Incidentally, reporters learned 
ἃ very interesting fact at the port— 
erates containing bottles of whiskey 
are more liable to burst into pieces 
when being unloaded then crates con- 
taining any other liquid.)
